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Shock failure to claim 
more than £20 million

WEYMOUTH and Port¬ 
land has missed out on 
more than £20 million in 
grants for major projects 
because it has no plan to 
investigate this sort of 
funding. 


The financial bombshell 
rocked councillors who 
promptly backed a review 
of access to grant informa¬ 
tion and the setting up of a 
strategic plan to aid grant 


applications for big proj¬ 
ects. 

Councillor Gill Taylor, 
who co-wrote a special re¬ 
port on grants with Coun¬ 
cillor Bill White, said an 
ideal target for grants was 
Weymouth’s crumbling 
harbour walls. 

She added: “West Bay 
and Weston-super-Mare 
got millions for their 
seafront work yet we have 
got nothing. This has to 


“an abnormally low” level 
of grants stretching back 11 
years. 

Mrs Taylor said: “We 
have missed out on tens of 
millions of pounds because 
a robust system is not in 
place to get grants. This is 
truly appalling. 

“We are not proactive in 
looking for major grants 
and lack of funding for the 
harbour is a perfect exam¬ 
ple of that. 

“There is also no council 
data for showing what 
grants we might bid for yet 
a data base for that only 
costs £1,000. It is pathetic 
that we don’t have one.” 

She was supported by 
Councillor Ian Roebuck 
who said the serious need 
for at least £2 million in re¬ 
pairs at the ferry terminal 
“highlighted the historic 
failure of the council to 
seek out external funding 
sources”. 

He added: “I am de¬ 
lighted that we are now as 
a matter of urgency putting 
together an application to 
the Coastal Communities 
Fund for a grant to upgrade 
our ferry-handling facilities 
while we carry out the long 
term repairs to the ferry 
berth area, but it is a very 
sad reflection on our previ¬ 
ous mindset that we were 
not actively pursuing this 
money to improve our area 
beforehand.” 


Mr Roebuck added that 
just how urgent the appli¬ 
cation needed to be could 
be seen from the fact that 
the fund, which has been 
open for two years, closes 
for bids in just three days 
timeon March 25th. 

Councillor Margaret 
Leicester also backed the 
call for greater grants 
focus and said: “We have 
dipped out time and time 
again when it comes to 
getting grants.” 

The meeting then agreed 
measures including a re¬ 


view of access to grant in¬ 
formation to the council, 
ensuring a management 
commitment to seeking 
and obtaining grants and 
the setting up of a strategic 
plan to help grant applica¬ 
tions for major projects as 
well as awareness of 
where grants might be 
available. 

Members also agreed to 
ask management commit¬ 
tee colleagues to “seek 
every avenue” for getting 
funds “to maintain and re¬ 
tain the harbour”.

■ HOW did you come to be running a kennels in 
Dorset? 

I’ve always been mad about animals in general. Many 
years ago I did an apprenticeship in dog grooming and 
after that set up my own grooming business in Kent, 
where I originally come from. When my husband and I 
decided we wanted to run a kennels of our own this was 
the furthest we could get from Kent while still being able 
to travel to and fro easily. We had been to Dorset many 
times on holiday and thought how nice it would be to 
spend all our time on the beach - which of course never 
happens once you live here because you find yourself 
with so much else to do. 

■ WHAT services do you offer here at Woodlands 
Farm? 

Primarily we are a Boarding Kennel and Cattery so we 
care for peoples pets when they are on holiday, in hospital 
or just out for the day and can’t take the dog. We also do 
dog grooming and we take in local area strays and re¬ 
home the ones that aren’t reclaimed. 

■ WHAT'S been the most unusual request you've 
had about grooming? 

The most unusual “Dog-Do” was when I once was asked 
to do the front half of a poodle in the traditional lion-trim, 
and the back half a Dutch-trim, which is very different. 
I knew it was going to look ridiculous so I had to refuse. 
I like the dogs I do to look like the breed they’re supposed 
to be but often I have to compromise that with what’s 
practical for the owner. I don’t like to do hair too short. 
Dogs’ hair is important for giving insulation from the 
cold in the winter and protection from the sun in the sum¬ 
mer. Dogs can get sunburn. 

■ ARE there any myths surrounding dog grooming? 



It is a bit of a myth to say you should never bath a dog. 
Yes, it does take the grease out of the coat, but if you’re 
grooming the coat thoroughly as well then you’ll encour¬ 
age the oil from the skin to travel down the length of the 
coat anyway and keep it healthy. Don’t over do it, but if 
your dogs rolled in something nasty then it’s nicer to 
wash it out but do use a proper dog shampoo. 
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■ TELL us more about what you do for the strays? 

We’ve set up The Woodlands Farm Strays Charity to look 
after the strays and see to their medical costs. One stray 
we have at the moment is a Border Collie called Molly 
and she has knee problems. She’s having x-rays this week 
to find out the extent of the problem but we don’t yet 
know what ongoing treatment she’s going to need. It 
could be surgery, which will be a long and expensive 
process. Then we’ll be looking to re-home her and we’ll 
need someone who is prepared to take it very gently with 
her exercise. Collies are innately very active dogs but we 
wouldn’t want to risk any more damage to her knees. 

■ WHAT'S the most heart-warming story regarding 
a stray? 

Some people might remember the story of Ginger, who 
was observed on CCTV at some offices in Weymouth 
being dumped by his owner on a grass verge. The car is 
seen zooming off and the poor dog tries to follow. Some 
bystanders took the dog to a vet because she was limping 
and then she came to us. The CCTV footage hit the head¬ 
lines in some of the national papers and she now has a 
home in Southampton. The gentleman owner says she’s 
the best thing that ever happened to him. 

■ WHAT is your favourite dog walk? 

I like to balance road exercise with soft surface exercise. 
Dogs who board here have about seven acres of grounds 
to excercise on and run free and it uses a certain set of 
muscles in the dog. Total lead exercise on the road uses a 
completely different set off muscles and it’s also good for 
keeping the toenails trim. So, when I walk then it’s on 
the country lanes around Askerswell and Loders. 

■ WHICH three famous people would you like to go 
out on a long dog walk with? 

Firstly, St Francis of Assisi, I would love to know if his 
ability with animals was natural or learnt. Then, it would 
have be the Prime Minister, to discuss a licensing system 
that required people to show that they understood a dog’s 
needs and be issued with a licence to own a dog before 
actually having a dog. Third would be a Portuguese gen¬ 
tleman called Vasco Bensuade, who saved the Portuguese 
Water dog (one of my favourite breeds) from extinction 
in the early 1930s.

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Farm and allotments at risk in local plan 


A FARM and a large area of allotments in Weymouth 
have been thrown a lifeline from the threat of being swal¬ 
lowed up for housing and a cemetery extension. 

Both Redlands Farm off Dorchester Road and the allot¬ 
ments at Westham Crossroads were at risk under propos¬ 
als for the new 2011 -2031 draft joint Local Plan for West 
Dorset, Weymouth and Portland. 

But members of Weymouth and Portland policy com¬ 
mittee, who recommended the draft plan to management 
committee colleagues, only agreed to do so subject to sev¬ 
eral suggested changes including withdrawing the farm 
from potential areas for housing. 

Councillor Ian James, who spoke in favour of the farm 
being withdrawn, said after the meeting that he was “de¬ 
lighted at the lifeline” because he said it had saved “a 
livelihood, a home and a business”. 

Councillor Richard Cosior described the farm as “a 
lung” and members backed Councillor Ray Banham’s 
proposal to withdraw the farm from land designated for 
potential housing. 

Members also agreed with Councillor Gill Taylor that 
they wanted wording over the allotments changed from 
the site being considered for a nearby cemetery extension 
to say that the allotments only had the “potential” to be 
considered. 

But the reprieve gained a lukewarm reception from 
Westham Crossroads Allotments Association spokesman 
Kris Smith who said later: “This plan is still a threat to 
our allotments even with this amendment and we will be 
watching it like a hawk.” 

Other aspects of the plan include employment, tourism 
and the potential development of Weymouth waterfront 
which might include reclaiming “a sliver” of the inner 
harbour. 

The meeting heard that this might be one way forward 
to deal with the very poor condition of the harbour walls, 
a condition lower down the harbour which had forced 


Condor out of the port to Poole until at least November. 

Members were told reclaiming a bit of the inner har¬ 
bour so a new wall could be built would be a lot simpler 
than trying to repair the existing wall which was in “a 
very poor condition”. 

Reclamation will be considered before and during pub¬ 
lic consultation and it will also be included in a special 
Town Centre Masterplan. 

Public consultation on the plan will be in June-July 
2012 before it is submitted to the Government in Sep- 
tember-October 2012 ahead of public examination in Jan¬ 
uary 2013 and potential adoption in July 2013.

Hospital trust improves finances 


DORSET | THE financial mess 
which the Dorset County Hospital 
NHS Foundation Trust was in last 
year has significantly improved. 

The latest risk ratings issued by 
Monitor, the watchdog body, show 
that the Dorchester-based trust has 
agreed a financial risk rating of three 
and a governance rating of green for 
Quarter 3. This time last year the 
trust was rated one for finance and 
red for governance. 

Trusts are rated one-five for fi¬ 
nance, where one represents the 
highest risk and five the lowest. 

The ratings for governance are red, 
amber-red, amber-green and green.

Trust Chief Executive Jean O’- 
Callaghan said: “These latest ratings 
show just how far we have come in 
the last year. 

“We are delighted that the green 
rating for governance recognises that 
despite the financial pressures the 
trust has been under we have im¬ 
proved the quality of patient serv¬ 
ices. Full credit for this goes to our 
staff who have worked extremely 
hard to ensure that we can make sav¬ 


ings without impacting on standards 
of patient care.

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£2 million and nearly a 
year to repair ferry berth 


MORE than £2 million pounds will be 
needed to repair Weymouth’s crumbling 
ferry terminal walls and the work could 
take nearly a year before cross-Channel 
services can resume. 

Weymouth and Portland environment 
spokesman Councillor Ian Roebuck said 
the shock departure of Condor to Poole 
in the wake of major cracks and instabil¬ 
ity in its berth meant the council was 
now “looking at bringing forward our 
long term aspiration to comprehensively 
develop the ferry berth area”. 

The council said that early estimates for 
the more substantial works alone were 
put at about £2 million. 

Mr Roebuck added: “The council un¬ 
derstands the importance of Condor Fer¬ 
ries to the borough. 

“As a matter of urgency we will be 
using the time while the berth is vacant 
to plan, cost and implement a scheme of 
engineering works so that the area is 
ready to meet the business needs of the 
ferry operator by April 2013. 

“The council will continue to work 
with Condor Ferries to ensure this work 
and any long-term plans for the harbour 
peninsula as a whole meet their future 
business needs. 

“The council is committed to ensuring 
that sailings from the town can take place 
as soon as possible and the port is attrac¬ 
tive to ferry operators in the long term.”

Work hailed as “a short term fix” failed 
to stabilise berth problems and careful 
monitoring has revealed that the instabil¬ 
ity is continuing and that the council 
needs to look at a different and lasting so¬ 
lution. 

The authority said that public safety 
must be the borough council’s over-rid¬ 
ing concern and the council has kept 
Condor informed of the developing situ¬ 
ation. 

Management committee chairman 
Councillor Mike Goodman said: “The 
news concerning the state of our harbour 
walls adjacent to the ferry terminal is 
very distressing and highlights the con¬ 
stant need to review all our operations 
regularly to ensure that they are sustain¬ 
able. 

“We have been aware that this particu¬ 
lar area has been in need of comprehen¬ 
sive restoration in the future and it was 
intended that the redevelopment of the 
whole of that peninsular would address 
this. 

“We are now looking at bringing for¬ 
ward our long term aim to redevelop the 
ferry berth so it can meet the needs of 
ferry operators in the future and support 
the local economy in years to come.” 


Littlemoor toilet debate 
goes back to full council 


RESIDENTS celebrated after council¬ 
lors agreed that a petition to get public 
toilets re-opened at Littlemoor should be 
thoroughly debated at a full meeting of 
Weymouth and Portland council. 

Many residents were outraged at the 
way their 1,650-signature petition was 
handled by the council. 

They claimed it hadn’t been properly 
considered and they urged a rethink of 
management committee’s January 3 rd de¬ 
cision to leave the toilets shut. 

Littlemoor resident Terry Butcher 
spoke at a meeting of the council’s 
scrutiny committee and asked members 
to support the issue being properly de¬ 
bated by full council. 

He added that the petition showed the 
strength of feeling to get the toilets re¬ 
opened because “people would like to 
have proper toilets not takeaway toilets”. 

He was supported by Michael Wheller 
who strongly urged councillors to “think 
again” and agree full council should de¬ 
bate the matter. 

Councillor Kate Wheller said the coun¬ 
cil needed to “sharpen ourselves up” 


while Councillor Richard Kosior wanted 
to know not just if the council could af¬ 
ford to reopen the toilets but whether it 
could also afford to keep them open in 
the face of vandalism which had con¬ 
tributed to their closure. 

He added: “I would like to see the toi¬ 
lets open but we live in a society with 
vandalism.” 

Councillor Gill Taylor said there was 
clearly no way forward without finance 
while chairman Councillor Simon 
Bowkett said members might feel that 
the way things had been handled ful¬ 
filled the letter of policy but not perhaps 
the spirit of the petition scheme. 

He said residents deserved the issue 
being fully debated in full council be¬ 
cause his concern was that residents felt 
they had not had a fair hearing.

"Lily-Mae and her grandmother were flown 
directly to Southampton Hospital via air-am¬ 
bulance where the intensive care treatment 
and support they were given was second to 
none. 

"Lily-Mae fell peacefully asleep a little before 
6am on Monday, March 12th in her mummy 
and daddy's arms. 

"Lily-Mae's grandmother remains in hospital 
and is receiving continued treatment related to 
her injuries. 

"Our heartfelt thanks go out to all those in¬ 
volved in the treatment and support given to 
our children and their grandmother, we would 


especially like to thank any passers-by who as¬ 
sisted during the accident, the air-ambulance 
crews for their swift response, all other emer¬ 
gency service members who attended the 
scene and Dr Kim Sykes and her wonderful 
team at the PICU in Southampton who 
made Lily-Mae's last few hours of life 
as peaceful and comfortable as 
they could be. 

"We would also like to 
extend our deepest thanks 
to all the staff and personnel 
at Dorchester Hospital who 
cared for Kaycee-Ann and 
Annabella who are now 
home and safe and reunited 
with their brother Anthony. 

"Lily-Mae's passing has 
left an unfillable void in 
all of our lives. 

"She was the apple of 
our eye and made us 
smile 100 times a day 
with her appetite for 
life and her infectious 
zest and spirit. She 
made an impression 
on everybody she met 
and had nothing 
but love, smiles, 
hugs and kisses 
to give to all she 
knew and loved.

Hindsight is a wonderful thing 


All stickered up 

IT has been said that you never see the 
accident coming which has got your 
name on it. 

Nothing could be truer for a number of 
town centre motorists who, never mind 
accidents, couldn't see anything at all 
coming up behind them for the sheer 
number of stickers plastered all over 
their rear windscreens. 

Half a dozen stickers were quite com¬ 
mon and I could have driven a 30-ton 
tank up behind one motorist without 
being seen because he actually had 11 
stickers which totally obscured more 
than half his rear windscreen.

Expert milliner to give talk at exhibition 


DORCHESTER | A DAY school is being 
held at the county museum at the end of 
the month to complement the museum's 
current Hats to Handbags exhibition. 

The event, on Saturday, March 31st will 
focus on professional milliner Liisa Walker 
from Swanage. 

Taking place between 10am and 4pm, 
she will talk about her work and how she 
came into the millinery business, as well as 
demonstrating some basic hat-making 
techniques. 

Alongside demonstrations, Liisa will dis¬ 
play examples of hats made from different 
materials such as felt, straw and sinamay - 
a modern straw-like material made from 
banana fibre. 


Originally Liisa worked for a textile com¬ 
pany and seven-years-ago was attracted 
to a "Make a Hat in a Day"course. She went 
along, produced the best hat there, and 
was immediately hooked. 

Liisa has continued her training through 
professional courses run by Rose Cory in 
London. 

Today Liisa runs her workshop from her 
Swanage home - an area with a history of 
hat-making dating from the early 19th 
century when workshops were estab¬ 
lished in the town to provide girls with 
suitable employment. The area grew to be 
a centre for the manufacture of bonnets 
and straw hats although there is little evi¬ 
dence of this left today. 


A selection of her hats can currently be 
seen in the front window of the museum. 

The museum exhibition continues until 
mid-April and features items from the mu¬ 
seum's costume and textile collection to 
show what was worn, made and bought in 
Dorset from the 18th century onwards. 

Illustrating how fashions adapted to 
keep pace with the change in women's 
lives, the exhibition covers the history of 
women's fashion in shoes, bags, gloves, 
fans and parasols.

WEYMOUTH | HUNDREDS of Games Mak¬ 
ers have been given their first training ses¬ 
sion ahead of Weymouth and Portland 
staging the 2012 Olympic and Paralympic 
sailing events. 

Weymouth Pavilion was packed with peo¬ 
ple from as far away as Southampton and 
Portsmouth as well as local volunteers. 

All of them had had their offers accepted 
to help run the "greatest show on earth" in 
a variety of capacities from administration 
and media helpdesks to delivering sailing 
results and stewarding. 

Games Makers filed into the Pavilion The¬ 
atre to hear about heritage and the impor¬ 
tance of the games and to be given an 
insight into what working at Weymouth and 
Portland National Sailing Academy will be 
like. 

Among those taking part was 53-year-old 
Sharon May, an administrator with Wey¬ 
mouth Children's Centre. 

She said:"When I heard that I had been ac¬ 
cepted as a Games Maker I was really 
pleased. 

"I was on Portland when it was announced 
that we'd won the games and I decided, 
that's it, I have got to get involved. I am most 
looking forward now to just being involved 
with the event and meeting the athletes.

Hazel and Brian are no strangers to 


Olympic excitement as their daughter, Bry¬ 
ony, won an Olympic windsurfing bronze 
medal at the Beijing Games in 2008. 

Hazel said: "This is the fulfilment of a hope 
and a dream for Brian and I. 

"The excitement of the games itself, the 
buzz that goes with the Olympics is what I 
am looking forward to. 

"Sailing is unique because there will be a 
lot of races leading up to the medal race 
when only ten boats in each class race for 
the medals, so it is very nerve wracking but 
very exciting." 

Training was presented by rugby legend 
John Inverdale and Team GB sailing team 
leader Stephen Park. 

John said: "One of the problems is that an 
awful lot of people don't volunteer because 
they want to watch the games. In all about 
250,000 people did apply and 70,000 got 
picked. 

"The great thing is that you can watch any 
event on television but you only get one 
shot at being personally involved in the 
Olympic Games. 

"Two things define the games - the per¬ 
formance of the athletes and the perform¬ 
ance of the helpers. 

"If helpers are miserable then when peo¬ 
ple leave they will take that misery away 
with them instead of happiness. 

"Weymouth and Portland Games Makers 
are clearly keen but they will have to be 
aware that conditions can, at times, be 
fraught."

M ARK Hix is not your archetypal 
celebrity chef. You won’t hear him 
screaming and shouting in his kitchens, 
he’s not overfussed about appearing on televi¬ 
sion and his dishes are distinctly uncheffy in 
presentation. 

Mark’s style of cooking is all about ingredients, sourc¬ 
ing them and presenting his dishes in a simple fashion 
that does not detract from taste. 

And there’s no better way of sampling his stunning 
array of seasonal dishes than by sitting at his kitchen 
table in his delightful Charmouth home, with breathtak¬ 
ing views over Lyme Bay. 

Throughout the summer Mark takes time out from run¬ 
ning his expanding empire of restaurants in London and 
the hugely popular Oyster and Fish House in Lyme Regis 
to demonstrate his refreshingly simplistic take on British 
gastronomy by staging open cooking demonstrations in 
his Dorset home.

summer, I was invited to join six other guests, two of 
whom travelled all the way from Bradford, especially for 
the occasion. They left more than satisfied that the long 
journey was well worth the time and expense. 

Mark is a pretty laid-back bloke; indeed in the Sunday 
Times acerbic restaurant reviewer A.A. Gill implied that 
Mark was more interested in partying than spending 
hours in his kitchens. I can’t make up my mind whether 
that was a compliment or not, but Mark didn’t seem too 
upset by the observation. 

Comforting smell 

Greeted with one of his seriously alcoholic Hix Fix cock¬ 
tails, and treated to a pre-lunch smoked salmon taster, the 
comforting smell of freshly made sour dough bread wafted 
across Mark’s kitchen as we arrived. 

With one of his trusty lieutenants keeping 
our glasses topped up (there’s wine aplenty) 
Mark made the preparation of the four-course 
lunch seem ridiculously simple, explaining 
> a I how he had sourced the various ingredients 
| and offering a few tips along the way in that 
matter-of-fact manner which adds much to the 
informality of his culinary style. 

We started with cutlefish risotto, flavoured 
with squid ink, a first for me. The risotto was 
cooked to perfection, as might be expected, 
wet but not runny, and teased the taste buds 
in readiness for the delights to follow. 

Next up turned out to be my favourite of the 
day - marinated scallop and duck liver salad, 
a delicious summer dish, a recipe that Mark 
first came across when he worked under the 
outstanding chef, Anton Edelmann, at the 
Grovesnor House hotel in London. In those- 
days the dish was topped with fois gras but 


having been brought up on all kinds of offal, the duck liver 
made the dish for me. 

Another new taste came with course number three - 
lambs’ sweetbreads with asparagus and wild garlic. In the 
menu which accompanied our lunch, sweetbreads were 
described as tender and delicious, a “perfect spring treat” 
- and so they proved. The asparagus was the first of the 
season from the Wye Valley. 

To crown one of the nicest lunches I’ve ever had, we fin¬ 
ished with sea buckthorne blancmanage, made from the 
bitter juice of the sea berry, sourced by the Hix empire’s 
very own forager, served in quaint little moulds that Mark 
spotted in a junk shop. And how nice to eat a proper blanc¬ 
mange again. 

Mark is a great advocate of using ingredients that grow 
on our doorsteps and his chefs in Lyme are often 
despatched along the shoreline collecting ingredients that 
add such flavour to the menu at the Oyster and Fish 
House. 

Mark entertained us with anecdotes in his modest man¬ 
ner about his successful career, which started at Wey¬ 
mouth Technical College. He is now one of the most 
respected chefs in an industry crowded with big egos, and 
a profilic writer of cookbooks which have produced many 
awards an accolades. 

Everyone who dines in his kitchen goes home with a 
copy of one of his books - and the satisfaction of knowing 
that you have just dined at the master’s table.

LI ISA Walker is a professional milliner 
based in Swanage, Dorset. On Satur¬ 
day, March 31st at the Hats to Hand¬ 
bags Day School which accompanies 
the current exhibition at Dorset 
County Museum, she will talk about 
her work, how she came into the 
millinery business, and demonstrate 
some basic hat-making techniques. 

Liisa works with traditional methods 
which have been around for hundreds 
of years. Using imported felt'hoods', 
she will demonstrate how these basic 


cone-shaped blanks can be turned 
into a variety of shapes to make differ¬ 
ent types of hat. The hoods come in 
many versions and Liisa starts by 
choosing the size and colour best 
suited to her final design. The first 
stage is to put the hood onto a 
wooden block, wet it and pin it into 
shape, then wait for it to dry - a 
process which usually takes about 24 
hours. The blocks used come in vari¬

dozens of blocks, representing a con¬ 
siderable investment. As the hoods 
dry they take on the shape of the 
block and the process moves to the 
next stage which involves fitting the 
headbands, shaping the brims, lining 
and decorating. 

Alongside the demonstration, Liisa 
will display examples of hats made 
from different materials such as felt, 
straw and sinamay - a modern straw¬ 
like material made from banana fibre 
which is much easier to work than 
straw but which produces a similar ef¬ 
fect in the finished design. 

Liisa runs her workshop from her 
Swanage home - an area with a his¬ 


tory of hat-making dating from the 
early 19th century when workshops 
were established in the town to pro¬ 
vide girls with suitable employment. 
The area grew to be a centre for the 
manufacture of bonnets and straw 
hats although there is little evidence 
of this left today. 

A selection of hats made by Liisa can 
currently be seen in the front window 
of the Museum.

Weymouth set to secure league title 


I TROTTED off to Dorchester on Saturday to 
watch to only league game taking place in 
West Dorset. 

DORCHESTER 27 WIMBORNE 11 

CONDITIONS were certainly conducive to 
open rugby for this Southern Counties 
League (South) catch up encounter, and it 
was the visitors who started the brighter. 

Dorchester were penalised early on for 
hands in the ruck and fell three points be¬ 
hind to the Wimborne place kicker after a 
minute. 

They were back on terms within a couple of 
minutes however when, having kicked a 
penalty for position, they won the ensuing li- 
neout and caused Wimborne to infringe. 
James Baker's place kick was accurate and 
tied the scores after some five minutes. 

Penalty awards came thick and fast against 
both sides throughout the first quarter but, 
apart from that I felt that Wimborne looked 
the likelier outfit for much of the time, bene¬ 
fiting as they did from some good tactical 
kicking. 

It was from one such kick that Wimbone 
scored. They had followed well and hurried 
the home defence into error and then won 
the ensuing lineout close in. 

They followed it with a succession of pick 
and drives and eventually one of their eight 
got over some 10 yards in from touch. The try 
remained unconverted and the visitors led 8- 
3. 

I felt that both sides were below their best, 
for the contest was laced with error but, after 
some 15 minutes Dorchester drew level. 

A strong run by one of their eight set up the 
position. He was tackled but made the ball 
available. It was then spread left, and winger 


Baker got outside his marker and touched 
down in the corner. 

The try remained unconverted and Dorch¬ 
ester then began to impose an edge that 
they never really lost. The next ten minutes 
were spent in the visitors' twenty two and 
they eventually won a five metre scrum. They 
then sent the ball to a generous narrow side 
where full back Read made a telling incursion 
into the line and scored by the posts. 

Baker goaled the try to give his side a 15-8 
lead around the half hour mark. Although 
laced with stoppages, the game had cer¬ 
tainly not been a dirty one and it came as a 
surprise when Waddington, the home centre, 
saw red for an illegal tip tackle just before the 
break. 

Wimborne used the resultant penalty to 
get into home territory where their out half 
kicked an excellent drop goal, really from 
nowhere, to take the score line to 15-11. 

Dorchester were now reduced to playing 
the remainder of the game with 14 men but 
made light of the fact by winning a five 
metre scrum just before the break and, after 
a snipe by scrum-half Gower, Newsam, his 
open side sneaked over close to the posts. 
James baker again added the extras to give 
his side a 22-11 lead at the halfway stage. 

I felt at this juncture that, although eleven 
points to the good, Dorchester's seven man 
pack would struggle to compete in the sec¬ 
ond half, but I was wrong as they spent the 
first few minutes in Wimborne's territory. 

The game continued to be error strewn and 
although the entire third quarter remained 
scoreless Wimborne could not impose them¬ 
selves, with the home side being quicker in 
both thought and deed for the most part. 

Then, with 10 minutes remaining, one of 


the visitors saw yellow for foul play and, in his 
absence, a strong run by one of the Dorch¬ 
ester substitutes took play into the Wim¬ 
borne half. The offload came and James 
Baker, now playing at stand off, was well up 
to take the scoring pass. 

The try remained unconverted and the final 
whistle sounded soon after, leaving Dorch¬ 
ester fairly easy winners. 

This was a rather strange contest in many 
respects. Although by no means a dirty 
game, it saw both a red card and a yellow is¬ 
sued for foul play. 

It was not particularly abrasive, but injury 
stoppages abounded and, although the con¬ 
ditions were benign, errors came in profu¬ 
sion. 

Dorchester won it primarily because of the 
edge they had forward, after the first few 
minutes; and which they maintained when 
reduced to seven forwards after Wadding- 
ton's departure. 

They will be happy with the result but 
probably less so with the way it was 
achieved. 

PREVIEW 

THE local leagues resume on Saturday next, 
and are entering the season's final phase, 
with both promotion and relegation issues 
near to being solved. 

It is certainly judgement day as far as the 
WEYMOUTH first side is concerned. It travels 
to FROME 2nd and, if it returns with a win of 
any sort, it will return as champions elect of 
the Dorset & Wilts League Division One 
(South), with promotion to the Southern 
Counties Division assured. 

I think that this will happen, for the home 
side has not had the best of seasons and cur¬ 


rently lies near the bottom of the division 
and is a relegation candidate. 

Weymouth did win the earlier fixture by a 
distance (55-3) and, if they fail to clinch pro¬ 
motion on Saturday then they should take a 
good look at themselves, both collectively 
and individually. I know that Frome have a 
useful pack and a number eight who carries 
well. 

I feel however that Weymouth will be 
stronger in most departments and will have 
the win sewn up well before the interval. 
Complacency should be their main, if not 
their only, concern. 

BRIDPORT face a more difficult task alto¬ 
gether with the visit of BOURNEMOUTH 3rd, 
a side who lie just below them in the division. 
I seem to remember watching the visitors 
play Weymouth earlier in the season and on 
that occasion felt that they were a young side 
who, while they ran about a lot, really lacked 
penetration. 

I see that Bridport lost the earlier game by 
a couple of scores, and came back feeling 
that they had contributed to their own 
downfall rather. This will be a close one, but I 
do take Bridport to win if they can keep their 
discipline. 

DORCHESTER make the journey to Bath to 
take on WALCOT who are a couple of places 
below them in the table at the moment. 

Dorchester won the earlier game at home 
pretty comfortably and I think that they will 
win this one also. It will be closer however. 

In division two PUDDLETOWN entertain a 
NORTH DORSET 3rd side whom they bested 
pretty comfortably earlier in the season, their 
opponents have not had a bad season how¬ 
ever but I do take the home side to do the 
double on their way to securing third place 


in the division. 

As to the second sides, Weymouth seconds 
have a bit of a battle on their hands with the 
visit of Fordingbridge 2nd to whom they lost 
narrowly earlier. 

While the home side will probably end the 
season satisfied with their performance in di¬ 
vision two overall, their club has a long injury 
list at present, and this will most certainly im¬ 
pact on them.

FOLLOWING the Rallye Sunseeker the second National 
Championship motorsport event in two weekends came 
to Dorset in the form of the Motor Sports Association 
British Car Trials Championship at Hog Cliff Farm near 
Maiden Newton. 

Organised by the Woolbridge Motor Club the event 
comprised of two categories; the National event which 
catered for those contesting the British series and the 
Clubmans division which was populated by drivers not 
registered for the national championships, and this in¬ 
cluded mostly local competitors. 

Although in different categories the drivers all com¬ 
peted on the same sections so their scores were directly 
comparable. 

Reigning, and seven times, national champion, Barrie 
Parker, was determined to repeat his success of last year 
in his Toyota MR2 sports car. 

Competing in Class One for two wheel drive production 
cars without any ballast (ballast helps to gain grip in slip¬ 
pery conditions) Parker made a positive start in wet con¬ 
ditions. 

Prior to the eighth and final test of the first round the 
multiple champion had amassed 41 penalty points to lead 
Citroen Saxo pilot Nick Pollitt by four points. However a 
maximum score of 12 points on the eighth test reduced 
his advantage to a single point. 

During the second round conditions deteriorated fur¬ 
ther but Parker excelled on the muddy tests only drop¬ 
ping 41 points for the round and building a lead of seven 
points. 

Pollitt remained his nearest challenger and thus the sit¬ 
uation remained during the afternoon's dryer tests with 
the Japanese machine finally finishing ahead of the 
French by 15 points. 

Class Two of the National event featured front wheel 
drive production cars (with ballast) and here Colin Read 
soon'got his eye in'with his effective Volkswagen GolfGTi 
quickly leaving the Honda Civic driven by Paul Manning 
and Robert Williams in his wake. 

The Clubmans category comprised of two classes. One 
well supported for front wheel drive machines and the 
second for sports cars. 

The former boasted an entry of 15 drivers. During the 
slippery first round Weymouth driver Graham Blake dis¬ 
played his experience at the wheel of a Nissan Micra with 
total penalties of 53 points a mere brace of points ahead 
of Volkswagen Golf exponent Paul Johnston who in turn 
headed James Forsyth by a single point. 

The second round of eight tests saw the competition 



become more intense with Blake and Forsyth equal on 
113 penalty points but with Johnston in the lead on 104. 

Improved weather conditions brought about a change 
in the fortunes of some of the competitors in this class. 

With amendments to the tests and a drying of the 
ground Mini Clubman 1275 GT driver Bob Bennetts from 
Stoke sub Hamdon made his move. With a score of 129 at 
lunch the Mini exponent had 25 points to make up. 

By the end of the third round he was tying with John¬ 
ston for the class lead on 166 penalties. 

At the end of the trial he had only dropped a further 32 
points to take first overall in the two clubman's classes 
with a seven point advantage over Johnston, the winner 
of the front wheel drive class. 

The second class in the clubman's event saw the Austin 
Nippy of Alistair Stevenson involved in an epic battle with 
the John York's MG Midget. The Weymouth drivers en¬ 
joyed a day-long encounter with equal scores after the 
first round; 73 penalty points each. 

By the halfway stage the MG man had opened up a lead 
of four but by the conclusion of the third round in drying 
conditions Stevenson had pulled one back. 

Would the eight tests of the final round be enough to 
steal the advantage? 

The answer was yes with the Nippy driver snatching the 
win by a single point having gained a clean (nil penalties) 
on the fourth section from the finish.
